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of five per cent. over to the treasurer of the firemen's
relief association of such city ; and allrules and by-laws
adopted by such association from time to time, fixing
the rate of health and life insurance, and of the rates
of relief to be furnished to the families of disabled and
deceased members, shall be subject to the approval of
the mayor of such city.

SecrioNn 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.

The trustecs of the Wisconsin Insti-
tute for the Education of the DBlind are hereby author-

. ized and empowered to purchase for the use of said in-

stitute the tract of land lying west of the land upon

land belonging to said institute, and used by it as a
pasture, being about ten acres of land. The sum of
fourteen hundred dollars is hereby appropriated out of
any moneys in the state treasury not otherwise appro-
priated for the purchase of said land.

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
